Faulty Grand Jury 
Indictment 
Replaced With Filing of New 
Charge This Morning

Indianapolis, Ind., May 7—In­ 
diana, in past times a doubtful 
state politically, probably never 
was more uncertain than it was 
today, on the eve -of Tuesday’s 
primary election in which candi­ 
dates 
for 
President, 
United 
States Senator, Governor, Con­ 
gress, the State Legislature and 
for county offices will be voted 
upon. 
Veteran politicans, who have 
scented trends of vote for many 
years, today were silent on pre­ 
dictions concerning the outcome 
of the three chief races in the 
Republican party and of a num­ 
ber of Democratic contests. 
In the G . O. P. contest for 
Fresident, United States Senator 
Jam es E. Watson, the favorite 
son candidate, six 
weeks 
ago 
seemed to have developed a com 
manding lead, but there was no 
question that Watson’s.opponent 
Herbert Hoover has gained much 
ground. 
This was illustrated when the 
original plan of 
the Watson 
managers for the Senator to re­ 
main in Washington, D. C., was 
altered and Watson was sent to 
the supposedly Hoover strong- 
points in Northern Indiana for 
an intensive speaking campaign. 
Weather may be a deciding 
factor 
in the Watson-Hoover 
fraces. If fair weather keeps the 
farmers at work in the fields, 
many hypothetical Watson votes 
may be lost; 
if the skies are 
overcast, the rural vote may be 
heavy for the Senator. 
For much of Watson’s strength 
is in the country and in South­ 
ern Indiana. Hoover appears to 
be the favorite of urban voters. 
Evans Woollen, the Democra­ 
tic favorite-son candidate, has 
no opposition in the primary. 
With Attorney General Arthur 
L. Gilliom and Former Judge So­ 
lon J. Carter waging energetic 
campaigns against United States 
Senator Arthur R. Robinson, 
there was a strong possibility 
that no candidate would obtain 
a majority of the votes in the 
Republican primary. This state 
of affairs would cast the decis­ 
ion as to the nominee into the 
G. O. P., State convention. 
Although Senator 
Robinson 
succeeded in the 19 26 primary, 
he never has faced such gruell­ 
ing criticisrrl as during the pre­ 
sent race. Accusations against 
him that he was associated with 
D. C. Stephenson and the numer­ 
ous indictments that arose from 
the political corruption investi­ 
gation will make him a weaker 
candidate than he 
was two 
years ago, according to the judg­ 
ment of most observers. 
However, Senator 
Robinson’s 
strength was bolstered by the 
fact that s e has the sole in­

Greenville, S. C., May 7—(U.R)— 
A careful watch was maintained 
at the Greenville City 
Water 
Works dam at Table Rock Cove 
today with fears expressed that 
the structure would give 
way 
and millions of gallons of water 
would be loosed on the country­ 
side. 
Engineers said three 
cracks 
had developed in the dam 
al­ 
though as yet no water 
runs 
through them. Although efforts 
are underway to relieve the pres­ 
sure on the dam, it was feared 
one entire portion might 
give 
way. 
The thousands of people living 
below the dam are prepared to 
Lee immediately, should the dam 
burst. An elaborate signal sys­ 
tem has been worked out for use 
in case the collapse should oc­ 
cur. 
A steady rain beat down 
on 
the dam Sunday but engineers 
said it did not change the situa­ 
tion materially. Several 
hours 
rainfall probably would 
result 
in increasing the pressure, the 
engineers said. 
The rainfall added discomfort 
to the thousands who 
already 
have deserted their homes and 
have been living in the 
open 
since Friday night.

HAIIIEIY OF WEEK END ACCIDENTS TAKES TOLL OF 7 LIVES 


Seven persons were dead in 
Indiana today as the result of 
week-end accidents. 
Gordon Huffer, 10, near War­ 
saw, accidentally 
was fatally 
wounded by his brother, Paul, 
while the latter and Glen Pow­ 
ers, a friend, 
were 
hunting 
ground hogs. 
Ray Miller, 35, farmer died of 
injuries received when a tractor 
he was operating on his farm 
near Noblesville overturned. His 
death was the third 
in Hamil­ 
ton county this spring in similar 
accidents. 
Mrs. John Cunningham, 
68, 
and Jam es Runkle, died when 


the automobile in 
which they 
were riding was struck by an in- 
terurban car at Delphi. 
Elmer Anderson, 38, Anderson, 
was killed instantly when a Big 
Four passenger train struck the 
automobile he was driving at a 
crossing two miles south of Pen­ 
dleton.

Newspapermen are no braver 
than policemen when it comes 
to shooting people, so the man 
grabbed the big “gat” on

chief’s desk, pointed it at himself 
in the vicinity of his heart, and 
—bang! 
He reached inside his vest and 
pulled out the splattered 
piece 
of lead about the size of a dollar, 
as he brushed, away the powder 
burns on his coat. The shooting 
from his standpoint had been a 
decided success. 
He was 
just 
demonstrating the bullet proof 
vests which are on the market. 
Mr. Colby represents the De­ 
tective 
Publishing 
Company, 
which handles police supplies for 
most cities. He just dropped off 
here to show the local 
police 
how effetive his vests are in case 
a bullet happens to come their 
way. 
The gun that Police 
Chief 
Kennedy carries would tear 
a 
hole in any person, and the vest 
made a perfect stop 
without 
even unbalancing the “victim” 
in the least. Today he was 
to 
demonstrate the vest to 
the 
county commissioners, and 
he 
will be here next week to give 
the city councilmen a 
demon­ 
stration.

he lost out, and has

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FOR A MUNICIPAL POOL 
Rush ville h as long agitated th e need for a 
m unicipal swimming pool — some place wh ere 
bath ers may go in th e summer time and enjoy 
th e comforts of swimming and bath ing in safety . 
A movement is under way now to place in 
action a plan by *wh ich th e city will be called up­ 
on to give aid and build such a pool in th e upper 
p art of Memorial Park. 
Th e cost for such an undertaking h as been 
placed at about $20,000, and a bond issue for th e 
work could be provided, so th at th e cost would 
not come h eavily upon any one. 
Cities th at 
operate such 
pools find 
th em 
q uite profitable, and th ey are soon paid out, and 
begin to earn money for th e city . 
Swimmers 
from all over th e country soon pay for th e pool, 
as it is used 100 day s in th e y ear. 
By h aving a pool of th is kind, it insures safe 
swimming and in water th a t is pure. 
Th e plans 
h ave been drawn up, and petitions are being cir­ 
culated so th at th e action can be presented to th e 
city council for th eir consideration. 
Many instances of such pools in th is vicinity 
could be pointed 
out as worth wh ile 
ventures. 
Th e little town of Pendleton operates one. and 
as a result, th e pool pay s th e entire city tax , and 
no levy is needed. 
Th e city of Anderson h as 
found several of th em to be profitable, and last 
summer Franklin spent $25,000 for such an en­ 
terprise and did ex ceptionally well for th e first 
y ear. 
A bond issue of th is kind is one of th e rare 
ty pes, because th ere is a possibility of th e affair 
h aving an unlimited future.

international problem. 
Th e convention will provide especially for 
th e fullest possible ex tradiction of all persons 
found guilty of counterfeiting.

country in wh ich th ey were caugh t or th a t of 
anoth er country will make no difference.

Weather may be a deciding 


factor 
in the Watson-Hoover 


traces. If fair weather keeps the 
farmers at work in the fields, 
many hypothetical Watson votes 
may be lost; if the skies are 
overcast, the rural vote may be 
heavy for the Senator. 


For much of Watson's strength 


is in the country and in South- 
ern Indiana. Hoover appears to 
be the favorite of urban voters.

FOR A MUNICIPAL POOL 


Rushville has long agitated the need for a 


municipal swimming pool — some place where 
bathers may go in the summer time and enjoy 
the comforts of swimming and bathing in safety. 


A movement is under way now to place in 


action a plan byVhich the city will be called up- 
on to give aid and build such a pool in the upper 
part of Memorial Park. 


The cost for such an undertaking has been 


placed at about $20,000, and a bond issue for the 
work could be provided, so that the cost would 
not come heavily upon anyone. 


Cities that operate such pools find them 


quite profitable, and they are soon paid out, and 
begin to earn money for the city. Swimmers 
from all over the country soon pay for the pool, 
as it is used 100 days in the year. 


By having a pool of this kind, it insures safe 


swimming and in water that is pure. The plans 
have been drawn up, and petitions are being cir- 
culated so that the action Can be presented to the 
city council for their consideration. 


Many instances of such pools in this vicinity 


could be pointed out as worthwhile ventures. 
The little town of Pendleton operates one, and 
as a result, the pool pays the entire city tax, and 
no levy is needed. The city of Anderson has 
found several of them to be profitable, and last 
summer Franklin spent $25,000 for such an en- 
terprise and did exceptionally well for the first 
year. 


A bond issue of this kind is one of the rare 


types, because there is a possibility of the affair 
having an unlimited future.

CONFERENCE ON COUNTERFEITING 
The League of Nations, before the end of the 


year, plans a meeting for the suppression of 
counterfeiting and preparatory work for that 
convention is now being completed. 


' The draft convention which has been pre- 


pared and which will be submitted to the con- 
ference as a basis for its text takes up the prob- 
lem from two standpoints, first the unification of 
municipal law all over the world on the subject 


and secondly, the organization of adequate police 
protection. 
It is also suggested that eventually a central 


international bureau be established to permit of 
the closest possible coordination on the subject. 


The gravity of the situation is demonstrated 


by the fact that in the past three years $3,000,000 
worth of counterfeited paper money has been 
seized and $35,000,000 in metal currency. 


Formerly counterfeiting was regarded largely 


as a domestic matter but the recent Vienna scan- 
dals in which the possibility of counterfeiting th 
money of other countries and flooding various 
countries with it demonstrated that it is now an 
international problem. 


The convention will provide especially for 


the fullest possible extradiction of all persons 
found guilty of counterfeiting. 
The fact that 


they may have counterfeited the currency of the 
country in which they were caught or that of 
another country will make jio difference.
